Hitler’s Designs 
In the Far East 


® Virginio Gayda, Mussolini's editorial 
spokesman, is urging Japan on to further 
disaster and ruin. 

Gayda, obviously disturbed over the 
heroic resistance of the Red Army to the 
Nazi aggressors, has sent out a disguised 
SOS to extremist circles in Japan. Accord- 
ing to a dispatch from Rome two days ago, 
Gayda intimates that Japan ought to*hurry 
and “prepare” something to counteract the 
“solidarity” of the Soviet and the “Anglo- 
Saxons” (meaning, of course, the British- 
Soviet pact to destroy Nazism.) 

If Gayda is the puppet of Mussolini, Mus- 
solini is in turn the puppet of Hitler. The 
Berlin dictator wants to involve Japan in a 
new military adventure in order that Japan 
can be weakened and transformed into a Hit- 
lerian puppet like Mussolini. Hitler would 
accomplish this either through a Japanese 
attack upon the Soviet Union-or through 
pushing certain Japanese extremists into an 
assault upon American interests in the Far 
East, in an attempt to interfere with the 
fullest American aid to Britain and the So- 
viet Union. 

In its neutrality pact with the Japanese 
government, the Soviet Union made clear its 
desire for peace in the Far East, and thus 
sought to save the Japanese people from en- 
during additional hardships to those now in- 
cident upon the criminal invasion of China. 

American collaboration with the peace 
policy of the Soviet Union in the Far East is 
a vital part of the necessity for full aid to 
the Soviet and British peoples on the Eu- 
ropean front. Gayda’s incitements leave no 
doubt where responsibility lies should the 
flames of war spread in the Far Kast. 


Four-Baby Families 


„ Four-baby families are demanded as a 
defense measure by Professor Carl C. Zim- 
merman of Harvard University. 

He urges parents of two-baby families to 
add two more offsprings to their families to 
make up for the shortage of children that he 
expects from the drafting of young men and 
the postponement of marriages. 

This is an interesting public problem. 
It is well known that large families appear 
whenever conditions of life are more secure. 
The people, as is only natural, want large, 
well-knit families with all members of the 
family enjoying the benefits of proper food, 
good housing, health protection, and useful 
work. The biggest enemy of the family as 
an institution is poverty and insecurity. 
The best defenders of the family are those, 
like Communists, who lead the fight for the 
abolition of poverty and insecurity. 

Professor Zimmerman should become an 
ardent advocate of all those social measures 
security, maternity insurance, etc. which 
large families need—and he will not have to 
worry over four-baby families. 

Incidentally, there is no reason why 
Professor Zimmerman should not also advo- 
cate such economic measures by the goyern- 
ment as will allow young draftees the op- 
portunity to marry and have children with- 
out any financial worries. This would also 
put a crimp in what Professor Zimmerman 
worriedly calls “decadent families.”

“racism.” A Dr. Maynard Hutchins of the 
University of Chicago is a notorious foe of 
democratic progressivism in education, 
philosophy, and politics. A Herbert Hoover 
symbolizes the starkest reaction in the 
United States. 

Is it, then, the people's welfare which 
motivates’ their activity? It is, on the con- 
trary, their admiration for Fascism which 
prompts their Quisling work. The Daily 
Worker has branded these gentry from the 
beginning of their “peace” activity as con- 
cealed agents of Fascism and warned the 
nation against them.

I concede that Mr. Maury was genuinely and self-righteously in- 
dignant when attacked by PM, because probably he has become soaked

Ladies and gentlemen, I am seeking no indictment of Rueben 
Maury. He is important only as a symptom of a large rotten spot, 
a focal point at which the disease of fascism can enter the body of 


democracy. 


In France, Hitler was able to buy hundreds of venal newspapers 
and journalists. He dictated editorials to them, as Patterson and 
Collier's dictate to Maury.

The 
bacillus lives in the intestine of the 
infected person and is present in 


large numbers in his excrement. 


The germs are taken in by an- 
other person in his food. They may 
be carried to the food by the fin- 
gers of the new victim who has 


touched the sick person or his 


Water is sometimes infected by 
sewage and food may be contamin- 
ated by any one of the many peo- 
ple that handle it from the fields 
to the table. Flies are, frequent 
carriers of infectidmpefor they feed 
on filth with which they cover 
themselves, then they crawl over 
food, depositing the filth in tiny 
droplets.
